Total Acreage of Farm Property in 
‘ State is 3,896,097 


According to a bulletin recently is- 
sued by the Bureau of the Census, 
there are 24,898 farms in the state of 
Vermont having a total acreage of 
3,596,097, and a total value, including 
land, buildings, implements, and ma- 
chinery, of $166,711.742. These figures 
are given in detail for each county 
and each town within the state, This 
is the first Federal census report to 
show these figures by towns or other 
minor civil divisions, 

Of the total farm acreage 27.6 per 
cent or 1,078,698 acres, was crop land 
on which crops were harvested in 1929, 
1.2 per cent or 47,835 acres was crop 
land which lay idle or fallow, and 
0.2 per cent or 6,489 acres was land 
on which the crops failed to mature 
or were not harvested for any cause. 
Pasture land with a total of 2,191,671 
acres representing 56.3 per cent of 
the total farm acreage of the state, in- 
cluded 274,119 acres of plowable land, 
1,017,750 acres of woodland, and 
899,742 of other land. In addition to 
the land cropped and pastured, the 
total Jand in farms included 485,931 
acres of woodland not used for pas- 
ture, and 90,478 acres not in forest, 
pasture, or crops, including the land 
occupied by house yards, barnyards, 
feed lots, lanes, roads, etc, 

The total value of farm land and 
buildings was $145,035,241. of which 
$82,316,178 represented the value of 
farm buildings, $43,034.890 the value 
of the farmers’ dwellings. The value

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Board of School Directors and 
Citizens, of Strafford : 

As required by law, I herewith submit the annual 
report of the Superintendent of Schools for the school 
year ending June 30, 1930. 

During the year which this report covers, six schools 
have been sustained for a period of 34 weeks each. 
Eighty-eight pupils have been enrolled, forty-four boys 
and forty-four girls. Eighteen children were between six 
and eight years of age; sixty-nine were between eight 
and sixteen. The school attendance was 95 per cent of 
what it would have been had there been no absences. 

Certificates for the satisfactory completion of the 
elementary school course which entitle the holders to 
free advanced instruction were issued to the following 
persons: Maurice Perkins, Kenneth Reynolds, Eleanor 
Benjamin, Leone Southwick. | 

Tuitions for high school attendance were paid by 
the town for six resident pupils. 

The percentage of attendance of 95, obtained by the 
children of the town is especially gratifying to all who 
understand its real significance. Only one of the twenty 
towns in the county succeeded in bettering that record; 
the average for the whole state was 93. A good per- 
centage of attendance, especially in rural communities, 
would indicate that children and parents regard the 
school work as not only a serious undertaking but a 
worth-while and interesting one as well. 

Much credit is due the many friends of the schools 
in helping to create and maintain a sympathetic under- 
standing of their work and a favorable attitude toward 
those engaged in it.
